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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


Missouri’s economy is facing a serious economic slump. There has been a sig- 
nificant drop in the state’s sales tax receipts which are a major portion of Mis- 
souri’s general revenue. The March, 1980, receipts were $6,121,828 less than those 
seen in March, 1979. 

The March decline is on the heels of a significant decrease in sales tax reve- 
nues for February, 1980, as compared to February, 1979, a $1,128,141 decline. 
The present trend of constant decreases in receipts are posing staggering effects 
on our economic climate, even after discounting receipts for changes in our state’s 
sales tax laws. 

Sales tax revenues should show some growth, even in a climate of expected 
shortfalls, but we apparently are approaching a stagnant, no-growth situation. 
It is evident that the recessionary factors have begun to place enormous pressures 
on the retail market. A careful watch is being kept over next month’s receipts as a 
third decline is expected, set-off by President Carter’s anti-inflation program. 

Further, the rate of increase in all general revenue receipts is not keeping 
pace with the rate of inflation. General revenue has increased only 10.88 percent 
from July 1979, through March, 1980, compared to a gain of 16.08 percent during 
the same period of the 1978-79 fiscal year. The rate of increase has declined 
steadily since November, 1979, while at the same time, the rate of inflation is at 
18% and expected to decline, but not significantly enough to offset the decrease 
in revenue. 

The present condition of the nation’s economy is being reflected in our 
state’s economic situation. The economy showed some signs of weakening with 
indications that inflation may ease a bit in months ahead. However, the deepen- 
ing recession is a definite sign of an impending critical financial down-turn.
